examination that the horse is in perfect health 
and vigor. Rancho del Paso has some of the 
greatest broodmares in America, and should 
the deal be made and the consigomeut of 1901 
from this farm to the English market contain 
a few of the get cf Ormonde, together with 
those of Goldfinch, Golden Garter, Artillery 
and other well-known sires now owned by Mr. 
Haggio, ve may expect to see tbe highest 
average ever obtained at a sale of California 
bred lior»es, consnguent profit to tbe venture 
aud additional fame to our state as a horse- 
breeding Icc ility.” 

Cast Banday’s Ban Francisco Chrmicle says 
of the deal ; “The contemplated deal in regard 
to tire transfer of all thoriinghbreds owned by 
W. O'B. MoDonoogh at Menlo Stock Farm to 
Ranebo del Paso was consummated on Friday, 
and the necessary papers have been forwarded 
to J B. Hagsin for bis sigaature. John Mackay 
and W. O’B. McDonough had a long consnlta- 
tiou on Friday, and all details were satisfac- 
torily adjusted. The deal will result in tbe 
temporary braakiog up of Menlo Park, as, 
although J. B. Haggiu baa not purchased tbe 
MeDonongh horses, he has secured a long 
lease. 

“In view of the grand record of Flying Fox, 
grandson of Ormonde, tbe magnitude of the 
present deal will be understood by stadenta of 
breeding. Rancho del Paso will now have Or- 
monde, the ‘horee of the century.’ and three of 
his sons in Goldfinch, Orsini and Ossary, As 
Orme, a son of Ormonde, leads all the winning 
aires in England this year by more than 1100,000, 
the wisdom of securing this blood for a big 
breeding establishment like Rancho del Paso 
•annot be overestimated. 

“Ormonde is now about fifteen years old, and 
ia admittedly the graudest-lookiog thorongh- 
bred in alt America. 

“‘Ormonde will have a greater opportunity at 
Benchu del Paso,’ said W. O’B. MeDonongh, 
'‘and he mny get more foals. At all events, 1 am 
^cotident that Ossary will make a greet reputa- 
tion in the stud. He is by Ormonde and was 
highly tried as a colt.’ 

‘ Mr. MeDonongh spent $250,000 in his breed- 
ing vantore at Menlo Park.”

An incident of tbe racing at Oakland last Sat- 
urday is thus described by the San Francisco 
Examiner o( Banday : “Monroe Johns >n (col- 

ored) had an argument with Blacksmith 
O’Rourke yeiterday afternoon at the Oakland 
track. At first he got the worst of it, for 
O’Boarke punched him in the jaw, and tried to 
kick him as ha lay prone on tbe asphalt pave- 
ment. After the fight was over the stewards 
ruled O’Rourke and his horses off tbe track. 

“One of O’Rourke’s string. The Fretter, was 
a starter in tbe handicap.. Che chief race of the 
afternoon. Two or three of the horses behaved 
ve y badly at the post. The Fretter being of a 
lively disposition, bnrst through the barrier 
once or twice. Johnson, thinking to restrain 
bim, grabbed his bridle aud kept him from rnn- 
niug aw <y several times. When th-r start was 
finally effected. The Fretter had the misfortane 
to get away badly. After tbe race, O’Ronrke 
acensed Johnson cf holding his horse at the 
post. Monroe, some «hat binntly it is true, told 
him bo was a pr->varicator. Hence the fight 
and tbe rnling of tl^ stewards.” 

Chacornsc's last work for the Matron had 



been so good that there seemed to be scarcely a 
possibility that he could lose. However, he had 
a recarrence of the trouble that interfered with 
his ptep -ration fur tbe Fntnrrty, namely, backed 
ebins. Han the Futurity been deferred two or 
three days it is likely that Chacornac would 
have been an abaentee from that event; bat, 
fortnnate'y, tbe trouble did not develop with 
bim nntil after the race. The recurrence of tbe 
lameness, while not at all serions, was of snfii- 
cient importance to prevent the appearance of 
the colt in the big event yesterday.— Morning 
Telograph. 

Mr. L. O. Appleby’s Knight of the Thistle ar- 
rived from England Tnesday. This horse was 
bought at auction by Huggins for Mr. Apoieby 
for $3 050, and snbseqnenily leased to Lord Wil- 
liam Beresford. Hnggins believed that be had 
not bsen properly trained, and tbe accuracy of 
his judgment is shown by the fact that Knight 
of tbe Thistle, among other good terformancee 
tbe past season, ran second in tbe Lincolnshire 
Handicap and won the Jubilee Stakes, worth 
abtat $12,000. Mr. Appleby has refused several 
big offers for Knight of tbe Thistle and will re- 
tire bim to tbe stnd. He is by Beanclerc— Tbe 
Empress Mand and is a fall brother to Lady 
Rosebery, a high class winner in England. 

Next to (he Fatnrity, which was worth $30,630 
to the winner, and tbe Junior Champion, which 
was worth $18,320 to tbe winner, tbe Matron is 
the ricbeit two-year-old event of the year. Its 
total value was $36,000, of which $17,000 went to 
the winner, $3,800 to tbe second and $2,200 to the 
third horse. Besides these divisions, Gen. W, 
H.Jackeou, as tbe breeder of tbe winner, by 
Ircqnoie — Fairy, gets $1,500; August Belmont, 
as the breeder cf Redpath, gets $1,000, and 
James R. Keene, as the breeder of Runaway 
Girl, gets $500. Tbe latter is by tbe peerless 
Domino— Fair Vision, while Redpath is by 
Rayon d’Or— Ren Girl

‘ Cf” Mulkey, the veteran trainer, who for 
more than a year past has bsen one of the host 
of seekers for gold in Alaska, has retnrned to 
San Francisco in good health, bat wheihar he 
brought back any of tbe yellow ore or not, has 
not been made public. 

The California Jockey Club has issued a list 
of ten stakes to bs decided after January 1, 
None of the stakes is worth le s than $l 500, 
while the moat valnable is valued at $10,000. 
Entries will close November 1.

GOOD RACING AT HAWTBORNE. 



Owner J. Meagher, jockey N. Bay and the en- 
tire Canadian contingent connected with the 
owner of tbe jumper Marble were enepended by 
presiding judge Harry Knbl yesterday at Haw- 
thorne pending an inveetigation about the in 
and out rnnning of Marble. Tbe horse came to 
life with a start in yesterday’s steeplechase and 
Mr. Kohl’s rnling was in line. 

In Marble’s recent races tbe horse has receded 
in tbe betting and bae not shown quality or 
speed. Bat yesterday hs was backed from 
10 to 1 down to 8 to 1, bad plenty of speed, and 
made the same horses that have heretofore been 
beating him look cheap. 

The clever way in which Ray rode Marble 
was the feature of fie day’s racing. He rated 
tbe gelding nicely, aided bim with skill at the 
fences and never inede a move nntil the laet 
obstrnction bad bBon cleared. Then be sent 
Marble along fast. Ha went to tbe front like a 
flash and won palled np. Globe II., the natnral 
favorite for the race, was tbe viotim of a miser- 
able ride and landed in third place. O'Brien 
on Globe II. rode as though the race was a 
seven days’ walking match. 

Out of the second rice, at three-quarters of a 
mile for two-year- olds, came a cl *83 flniih that 
set the crowd on fire. It was between Erla d’Or 
and .nice Tnrner. Both ware well eupported. 
Ella d’Orswnng into the stretch with a com- 
fortable leid, while Alice Tnrner was in tbe 
rack and pocketed. About a furlong from tbe 
finiih Alice Turner got clear and, coming like a 
flash, pat Erla d’Or to a drive. The lattei is a 
good, game filly, stood off Alice Turner’s 
rush and won by a nose. 

Tommy Barns beat the barrier and won the 
fifth race all the way with The Rash. The 
youngster won in sach an impressive way that 
J. H. Smith thought he would like to have him 
and raised bis price from $500 to $1,000. John 
Schorr Jr. bid |l,005 and retained the colt. 
Schorr did not stop here, either. To get even 
he claimed Yoloco for $700 and a selling race 
war is probably brewing. 

That Tony Licaizi knew what he was about 
when he bought King Barmnda is evident. Tbe 
King seems to be able to win whenever he is 
placed right, and the eight and one-half fur- 
long race was a cake walk for him. He was tbe 
natural favorite with Barns np. Barns loafed 
along with him to tbe stretch and when he 
called on him the King went to the front with- 
out trouble. Eitholin finished second and 
Bishop Reed third. 

Quite a bit of class got together in the clos- 
ing mile condition race and Mizpah, with a lot 
tbe best of tbe weights, won as be pleased. He 
was ridden by Barns, was at a favorite’s price 
and the win was a popnlar one, 

A five furlong scramble for fonr-year-olds and 
upward is a rare thing these days, bat snch 
were the conditions of tbe first race which 
Hermoso, at 10 to 1. won in a gallop.
